RELIGION ;— 


Ix the intuitive realization of the exist- 
ence of the ALL.

is the attempt of men to aseribe person- 
ality, qualities, and characteristics to the 
ALL: the assumption of the office of media- 
ter and middle- man. 


Philosophy ;— 


ix the inquiry after the knowledge of 
things thinkable and knowable. 


Metaphysics :— 


Id tlie attempt to carry the inquiry over 
and beyond the boundary, into regions un- 
Kknowable and unthinkable, with the same 
result as that of Theology, as witness the 
self appointed mediators, exponents and 
middle men and women of the modern phase 
of metaphysics, and the consequent disagree- 
ments. . 


While the essential nature of the ALL is 
unknowable, there are certain truths connected 
with its existence that the human mind CAN 
comprehend. 

These truths are: 

1 The ALU must be ALL that REALLY IS. 
Nothing can exist outside the ALL. 
(Remember the mantran for the Hermetie 
class, “In Fim we lve, and move and have 
our being.“)

2 The ALI. must be INFINITE, without con- 
finement, boundaries, limitations, or restric- 
tions. : 

2 The ALL must be ETERNAL, Infinite in 
Time, uncreate and continuously existing, 
indestructible. ;

interruption, separation or gaps. 

It must be Infinite in Power. without limita- 
tions, restrictions or restraint and subject to no 
other Power. 

The ALL must be IMMUTABLE, not subject 

to change, not added to or subtracted from. 
It must have always been and always re- 
main, just what it is now 

TPoxstulate ; 

As thé ALL ts Infinite, Eternal and Un- 
changeable—the ABSOLUTIE—anything that 
is changeable, finite and conditioned canrot 
be the ALL. and as there is nothing outside 
of the ALL in Reality, then any such things 
must be nothing.—in Reality, and as the 
ALL is ALL that IS, then that which is 
Nothing in Reality has really no existence.

Herein moctern science and Hermetic phil- 
oxophy agree, for science states that Matter 
ix non-existent asx such,—that what we call 
Matter is “interrupted energy,” or energy 
at a low rate of vibration.

Further Thoughts on Traus mutation.

This is a sort of “Charter 2” of the article 
which appeared in Mercury. Vol. 5. No. 12., 
under the caption, “To Members of the Al- 
chemical Section.” . 

if the render will refer back to that article 
he will note that our theme was developed on 


the following question, viz.: And may not 
death be the ultimate ejection of this physical 
core from the center of the vortex, that the 


higher vehicles may in turn attain more defi- 
nite form and structure?” 

Our position was, and still is, that the ques- 
tion may be transformed into a positive state- 
ment, and that the affirmation is strongly at- 
tested by Astrology and other facts in nature 
as well. 

Now the “other facts” to which we wish to 
eall attention in this instance is the evidence 
offered by Magnetism and Electricity. 

We understand Magnetism and Flectricity to 
be of equal force and potencv. but differing in 
nature und polarity. All students of Occult 
Science, and of Rosicrucianism in varticular, 
are famillar with the subdivisions of the Etheric 
Recion of the Physical Worid. and also with the 
subdivisions of the Astral World. 


NMagnetism is said to be feminine in nature.

Ry careful investigation, the student will note 
that the powers and potencies of the Etheric 
Region are magnetic or feminine, The student 
may also note that the powers and potencies of 
the Astral World are electric or masculine. 


Therefore. we do in this instance. garb our 
higher vehicles with a new terminology and call 
them the magnetic, (Etheric) and electric 


(Astral) bodies. 


These bodies or vehicles are withdrawn from 
the physical body or “core” at death. which is 
the equivalent of “ejecting the core,” and the
